Subject: Creation of a bibliography committee 


The purpose of this memorandum is to announce and record the 
creation of a bibliography committee within our association of 
families. 

In the year 1985, the family reunion was held June 14 and 15 in 
Hardeeville, South Carolina, at the Holiday Inn. At the meeting on 
Saturday morning, June 15, association president Morelle Rouse 
accepted a suggestion that a bibliography committee be formed. She 
appointed Robert E. H. Peeples, Thomas 0. Lawton, and Gerald M. Church 
to get the committee started. 

Listed below are examples of services which members of the 
bibliography committee might perform for our families. 


1. Locate materials relating to the Lawton and allied families. 
Materials may be published or unpublished and might be of the 
following kinds: books, articles, speeches, letters, personal 
reminiscences, newspaper accounts, diaries, photographs, maps, charts 
showing family descent. 


2. Encourage the researching, writing, publishing, storing, and 
distributing of materials about the families. 


3. Make materials available at family reunions. 

4, Publish annotated bibliographies describing materials about the 
families, explaining where the materials can be found and how copies 
may be aquired. 


5. Publish bibliographies of materials generally describing the 
various settings within which the families have flourished. 


The committee is created, and its work should begin.

Or, I will be 
glad to contribute material for someone else to edit and have printed. 

What do you think of the idea of inviting these people to serve on 
our bibliography committee: Michael Berry, Catherine Moore, Lucille 
Dickenson? Lucille attended the reunion in June of this year. She 
descends from Alexander Benjamin and Narcissa Melissa and is a teacher 
of English at a community college in Florida. 

What do you think? Please let me hear from you.

“A plantation 
of 1800 acres, Lawton was bounded on the north and northeast by Point Comfort Plantation;

by Broad Creek and Calibogue Sound. In 1861, it was valued on the U.S. Direct Tax records at 
$7200. In March of 1863, it was confiscated for non-payment of the U.S. Direct Tax and bought 
by the United States Government for $3000”, (page xxii).

Re: Presentation from the Bibliography Committee to the 
. Lawton and Allied Families in June 


President James Lawton has asked us to make presentation of 
our second edition a major part of the program at the reunion 
this year. As I understand it, we will not have a guest speaker. 
Rather, we will have a presentation from the Bibliography 
Committee and a presentation about our Lawton Family Foundation. 

Accordingly, please give me your comments and criticisms 
about the following ideas for a presentation. 

(1) Hand out copies of our new bibliography (printed on Mulberry 
colored paper in honor of Mulberry Grove Plantation). 

(2) Read through the bibliography (not each item because it is 
too long for that) giving folks a chance to comment on items 
listed. Probably Robert Peeples and Tom Lawton would do most of 
the commenting since they know the most about the subject. 

(3) Call attention to page 9 where we list Theodore DeHon 
Mathews, Old Toney And His Master. Comment on the life of 
Mathews and his relationship to the family. All I know is what 
appears in the Dougherty County history and that he was a 
brother-in-law to Jane’s great, great grandfather Alexander 
Benjamin Lawton. What else? 

(4) Hand out photocopies of the first 8 pages of Old Toney. 
Explain it is not fiction. Rather it is a history of the 
extended family. Notice that Mathews left Dougherty County and 
returned to South Carolina in the year 1854. His tale is of the 
years 1824-1827 but he says in his Preface that he has changed 
the dates. Assert that he simply subtracted 30 years from his 
current time so the dates 1824-1827 are really 1854-1857 because 
those are the dates when he returned to Lawtonville and needed 
something to do so he wrote a book about his family. Would that 
make sense? 

(5) Read through the material in the Table of Contents giving 
everyone present a chance to attempt to find parallels between 
the descriptions in the Table and what we know about the real 
people in the extended family at the time. I’m sending you 
copies in advance so you can be thinking about that. For 
example, he writes about the Williston family. Is that the 
Willingham family? In Book II, Chapter IIfI, he starts writing 





about Rev. Alfred Orton, the abolitionist, and his connection to 
Massachusetts. Is that Dr. William Henry Brisbane, the 
abolitionist, and his connection to Wisconsin? Brisbane was well 
known to Mathews because they were brothers-in-law. Mathews 
might know something of Boston, Massachusetts, because he was 
named for Bishop Theodore DeHon who came to Charleston from 
Boston. Probably there are other interesting parallels I can not 
see because I don’t know all that much about it. Others who know 
more could see more. 
(6) Make the point that one of the good things the Bibliography 
Committee could do for the family would be to arrange publication 
of certain materials that are important to our history but are 
not available in print. Old Toney would be one. There are 
others, and we should mention some of them. In order to do such 
publishing we need money to pay the cost, so that is one project 
we might be able to start if people would give to our family 
foundation that Tom is going to talk about. 
(7) Would that be the end of our presentation? Anything else? 

Please let me know what you think about this idea. It seems 
interesting to me but it may seem dull to someone else. Since 
time is getting short perhaps you would be good enough to phone 
me if you wish to suggest something for me to work on.

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HISTORY OF DOUGHERTY COUNTY 





Dr.\Slappey was both a successful physician and a skillful 
and noted surgeon and was in great request throughout a large 
section pf the country. He made the long drives through the 
country\in the high two-wheeled gig used by the doctors of 
that day and was attended by a servant on horseback. He 
carried not only his instruments and medicines but suitable 
food for such patients as might stand in need of it. A man 
of great kindness of heart, he was honored and beloved by all. 

At the\ time of his death in 1864, Dr. Slappey was living 
on his plantation in Baker County, which is still in possession 
of a member of the family. The descendants of his only son, 
Henry Slappey, still live in this county. Besides those who 
bear the Slappey name are: Mrs. J. W. Gillespie, Mrs. Walter 
Hill Wightman, and Mrs. John Stephen Inman; and Mrs. 
Sibert Houston J ones, of Augusta, Ga., and their children. 


DR. amber oe deHON MATHEWS 


In 1846 Dr. Gheodar. Faation 2 Mathews and his wife, Mary 
Lawton Mathews, came by stage coach from South Carolina 
to the little town of Albany, Baker County, Georgia. Shortly 
after they reached Albany they helped to organize a Baptist 
church and, as they had no pastor, Dr. Mathews was or- 
dained a minister and served the little church in this capacity 
until they could secure a pastor. They soon called Dr. Edwin 
Theodore Winkler. Dr. Mathews and his wife had the min- 
ister in their home, this being their contribution to the ex- 
penses of the church. 

Soon after arrival in Albany, Dr. Mathews became ac- 
quainted with Dr. Wm. L. Davis and they formed a medical 
partnership. Dr. Mathews bought a lot and built a home at 
the corner of Pine and Jackson streets, where the Municipal 
Auditorium now stands. Their close neighbors were the 
Jacksons, who lived on the lot opposite the Presbyterian 
Church, and the Richardsons, on the lot where Mrs. W. E: 
Rowsey now lives. At this home Dr. Davis met and won Miss 


Winkler, sister of the pastor, who had come from Savannah, 
Ga., to visit her brother. 
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In those early days this was a wild country—Indians still 
2sphabited the swamps and lowlands on the river. They fre- 
oo quently came for the doctors to attend their families, and on 
nieone occasion (Dr. Mathews having been called away on a 
= 232%" cage) a buck Indian came to the little settlement at night, 
% i peered through the window and frightened the doctor’s wife 
si <wery much. The Indians brought skins and curios in payment 
=: 30f services rendered.
